SAIGON (AP) — Mov ing u nder an 
u mbrella of U.S. planes and helicopters, 
6 ,000 Sou th Vietnamese troops lau ncl^ to­ 
day their deepest penetration of eastern 
Cambodia in nearly a y ear with « « filgrth 
Vietnamese div isional headqu arters as 
their target. 
As nightfall approached, two colu mns of 
the three-prong driv e had reached the 
sou thern edges of the 7 5-squ are-mile Chu p 
ru bber plantation. One was reported only 
three miles from the town of Chu p. on 
Highway 7. 
There were no reports of contact with 
the enemy Sou th Vietnamese intelligence 
officers said the North Vietnamese had 
been

from

headqu arters in the plantation to help 
defend the Dam Be base area to the east.

North Vietnamese are now mov ing back 
and are along the northern edges of the 
sprawling plantation. 
Sou th VietnamHe officers said their 
immediate objectiv e was to seize the town 
of Chu p. 
Chu p is on the eastern bank of the 
Mekong riv er, 110 miles northwest of 
Saigon and 35 miles from the border. The 
French plantation was the scene of hard 
fighting du ring the first allied inv asion of 
Cambodia in May 19 70 and again last 
Febru ary . 
The plantation has 
su ffered 
heav y 
damage from U.S. and Sou th Vietnamese 
air strikes and is v irtu ally inoperativ e. 
The U.S. Command said American B52 


bombers pou nded the plantation last 
week, apparently softening it u p for the 
Sou th Vietnamese sweep.

“Tu nnels collapsed, and there were a 
great many secondary ex plosions, in­ 
dicating hits on fu el and ammu nition 
stores.”

The driv e is a new phase of a 25,000-man 
offensiv e into eastern Cambodia begu n 
Nov . 22 to destroy enemy su pplies, disru pt 
commu nications lines and forestall a dry - 
season inv asion by three North Vietnamese 
div isions into Sou th Vietnam.

The fresh Indian attacks were reporteil 
near Tangail, 50 miles northwest of Dacca, 
and Narsingdhi, abou t 30 miles sou th of the 
city A spokesman, in the first Pakistani 
acknowledgement that the Indians were 
close to Dacca, claimed both Pakistani 
trcx ips engaged both assau lts 
Howev er, Indian 
military spokesmen 
reported Su nday that Narsingdhi has 
already fallen and Indian troops hav e 
passed throu gh it on their way to 
Dacca 
With 
newsmen u nable to v isit the front, 
there was no way of v erify ing the 
conflicting claims. 
The Pakistani spokesman in Rawalpindi, 
West Pakistan, said their defenders ap­ 
parently were u nable to halt an Indian 
paratrooper assau lt adv ancing on Dacca 
from the north and a second Indian colu mn 
nearing the city from the east 
The paratroopers airdropped into the 
prov ince 
Satu rday 
afternoon. 
Indian 
military spokesmen in Calcu tta said the 
troops beat off a cou nterattack and 
marched toward Dacca Su nday night. 
Indians in Calcu tta clamp^ a v irtu al 
blackou t on information of the Dacca 
assau lt today , claiming it might help the 
Pakistanis. Bu t arrows on a briefing room 
map indicated some Indian forces had 
closed to within six miles of the bastion 
One Indian thru st is adv ancing toward 
Chittagong, the sou thern port city on the 
Bay of Bengal, the Indians claimed, and 
has adv anced sou th of Sitaku nd, 20 nu les 
away . 
East Pakistani gu errillas in Dacca and its 
su bu rbs were said to be awaiting the signal 
for a general u prising, bu t so far no fighting 
was reported in the city itself. 
All 16 Pakistani F8 6 Sabre jets in the 
East hav e been destroy ed, and there is 
little artillery and less than a brigade of 
30,000 to defend the city . 
Elsewhere in East Pakistan, heav y 
fighting was reported arou nd the army 
base at the sou thern riv er port of Khu lna, 
abou t 125 miles sou thwest of Dacca; in the 
northern Dinajpu r sector, and in the Hilli 
« area in the northwest. 
Indian 
military spokesmen 
reported 
hu ndreds of Pakistanis were su rrendering 
in the Comilla sector, abou t 50 miles east 
of Dacca, bu t Pakistan denied this. 
A map in India’s Eastern military 
headqu arters in Calcu tta indicated abou t 
two thirds of East Pakistan is in Indian 
hands 
As the Indians drew close to Dacca, three 
British planes on Su nday ev acu ated more 
than 400 foreigners from the city in a tense 
fou r-hou r airlift. They were flown to 
Calcu tta, and among them were abou t 125 
Americans. 
Some of the refu gees arriv ing in Calcu tta 


sau l some foreigners who wanted to leav e 
were left behind for lark of spare They 
reported that one man rlu ng to the door of 
the last plane and fell to the grou nd as the 
plane tax ierl slowly along the ru nway 
Newsmen said among those who stay ed 
in the rity were 17 American officials, a 
few U N and Red Cross workers and 
missionaries and abou t 50 newsmen, a 
third of them American

Indian au thorities said u nru ly crowds in

(MPSC) pay generally higher electric rates 
than those of sev en other u tility companies 
in the state. 
Missou ri Pu blic Serv ice Commission 
attorney s introdu ced ex hibits to this effect 
in the cu rrent hearing on the company ’s 
requ est for interim rate hikes for gas and 
electricity cu stomers. 
MPSC is requ esting rate increases of $2 .8 
million for electric serv ices and $380,(XX) 
for gas serv ices. This wou ld be av erage 
percentage increases of 8 .8 and 5.3 per 
cent, respectiv ely . 
The commission ex hibit showed that 
MPSC residential cu stomer rates for 
electricity compare u nfav orably to those 
charged by u tility companies in St Lou is. 
Kansas 
City , 
Jefferson 
City , 
Cape 
Girardeau , 
Joplin, 
St. 
Joseph 
and 
Lou isiana. Mo. 


The comparison was made by the Pu blic 
Serv ice Commission on the basis of fou r 
different lev els of electric u sage, inclu ding 
both su mmer and winter rates. Only in the 
area of winter rates did two companies — 
those in Kansas City and St. Joseph — fall 
u nder MPSC rates, and only then for low- 
lev el u sers of electricity . 
Missou ri Pu blic Serv ice Co. asked for the 
interim rate increase to halt what it termed 
its “deteriorating financial pictu re ” No 
decision on permanent rate increases need 
be made by the commission u ntil nex t 
September. 
'The u tility company was granted its last 
electric rate increase in 1%9 , which 
boosted costs u p to 30 per cent for some 
residential cu stomers. 
Last Monday the Sedalia City Cou ncil 
v oted to join abou t 25 other Western 
Missou ri commu nities in fighting the rate 
increase.

HONG KONG (AP) — Commu nist China 
today freed two Americans, a man hefcf 
captiv e for 19 y ears and a woman captu red 
on a y acht in 19 6 8 The pair crossed into 
Hong Kong and left on a flight for the 
United States 
The Peking gov ernment annou nced it 
had redu ced the life sentence of another 
American and that a fou rth American 
prisoner 
committed su icide more than 
two y ears ago. 
Richard Fecteau . 43. a civ iban Army 
employ e from Ly nn. Mass., captu red 
du ring the Korean war, and Mary Ann Har- 
bert crossed the border in the early 
afternoon. A Roy al Air Force helicopter 
flew them to Kai Tak airport, and there 
they boarded a U.S. military plane for the 
United States, a spokesman for the Hong 
Kong gov ernment said 
It was not known where the plane was 
taking them 
Peking annou nced that the life sentence 
being serv ed by John T. Downey , 41 , of 
New Britain, Conn., had been commu ted 
to fiv e y ears starting from the date of 
commu tation 
That 
date 
was 
not 
annou nced, bu t presu mably it was recent. 
The fou rth American listed by Peking 
today was Gerald Ross McLau ghlin. The 
New China News Agency said he was 
captu red with Miss Harbert aboard a y acht 
in Chinese territorial waters north of Hong 
Kong on April 21, 1968 The Commu nist 
agency said he committed su icide on 
March 7 .19 6 9 , while u nder inv estigation. 
Peking’s annou ncement was the first 
word of the captu re of Miss Harbert and 
McLau ghlin, and no information abou t 
them was 
av ailable 
in

Kong 
Informed 
sou rces 
said 
American 
au thorities here had not known they were 
in China 


Two other Americans are known to be 
still imprisoned in China: Air Force Capt 
Phillip E Smith, whose plane was shot 
down ov er the Gu lf of Tonkin in September 
19 6 5, and Lt Robert J Fly nn, a U.S. Nav y 
pilot presu med shot down ov er China’s 
Kwangsi Prov ince in Au gu st 1%7. 


Nav y Lt. Joseph Du nn, whose plane 
wa s shot down off CJiina’s Hainan Island in 
Febru ary 19 6 8, u listed as missing on the 
Chinese mainland.

said 
Fecteau looked healthy and wore a blu e 
Chinese su it with blu e cap. Miss Harbert, 
in Westem-sty le clothes, appeared healthy 
bu t rather thin, the spokesman said. 
Fecteau and Downey were captu red in 
19 52 du ring the Korean war when a 
military plane on which 
they were 
passengers was shot down on a flight from 
Japan to Korea.

Muskie Regains Fav or of Voters 


THEGIFTTHAT 
KEEPS ON

Sen Edmund Muskie has snapped back from his early 
autumn slump at the polls and has regained his position as 
the front runner among the potential Democratic candidates 
for president in 1972 Among Democratic and Independent 
v oters, the Maine Senator now edges out Sen. Edward 
Kennedy as the first choice of rank and file v oters who might 
cast their ballots in nex t y ear’s primaries 
When Muskie slipped in the polls during the summer and 
fall, there was serious question ov er his ability to recapture 
the front-running position he had maintained for almost two 
y ears. In this most recent test, he has widened his slight 
September lead ov er Sen. Hubert Humphrey of Minnesota, 
when Kennedy is remov ed from the running Sen Henry 
Jackson, a recently declared candidate, polled four per cent, 
double his prev ious figure but far behind the leaders. Los 
Angeles May or Sam Yorty receiv ed one per cent 
Senator George McCiov ern. the longest declared candidate. 
has mov ed up two points, but still wins no more than six per 
cent of the preferences May or John Lindsay , who has been 
out campaigning activ ely although he has y et to declare 
himself, achiev ed no more than a one point rise in his 
standing following his ex tensiv e trav els 
The basic findings of the survey indicate wheat has been 
the case ov er the past two y ears: if there were a national 
primary for the Democratic nomination, Muskie and 
Kennedy would run neck and neck. If Kennedy were not to 
enter such a primary , as he has repeatedly stated, then it 
would come down to a two-way race between Muskie and 
Humphrey , with the Maine Senator the fav orite to win. 
This latest surv ey is significant because it was taken among 
a larger than usual nationwide sample of 1,439 likely 
Democratic and 654 bkely Independent v oters between Oct 
28 and Nov . 12. Ex cept for those under 23 y ears of age, all 
v oters in the sample had to be registered and to hav e actually 
v oted in at least one prev ious election In the past, such a 
v oter qualification screen has prov en an accurate estimate of 
the electorate Young people who hav e not had a chance to

Use of greens indoors dates 
back thousands of years Even 
the 
ancient 
Egyptians 
I'elebrated the shortest day of 
each year by bringing leaves of 
the date palm into their homes 
to signify ’’life triumphant over 
death ” The Druids in ancient 
Britain used sprigs of evergreen 
in their homes to signify eternal 
life 
f’resent day use of greenery 
does not come directly from 
these ancient customs but has 
religious significance through 
its suggestion of eternal Ufe 
In other cases, the use of 
greens is traditional. The season 
would seem dull without them. 
Today about two-thirds of the 
American 
homes 
contain 
decorative greens during the 
holiday period 
With gocxl care, freshly cut 
greens 
brought 
immediately 
into the home will last the 
longest. December is a good 
time to prune some of the 
evergreens outdoors. 
Junipers, yews; pines, and 
the other evergreen plants we 
normally have around the home 
are 
suitable 
for 
making 
wreaths, swags, and Christmas 
arrangements. 
Prune the plants lightly now; 
avoid 
severe 
pruning 
until 
spring. 
Some plants, whether cut 
fresh or held for some time will 
dry very rapidly indoors. The 
junipers are one of these. Most 
broadleaved evergreens, such as 
holly and ivy, also dry very 
rapidly All these plants should 
be placed in water to maintain 
good color and reduce their fire 
hazard. 
Pbcing greens in water is the 
best way to reduce their fire 
hazard Since this is not always 
possible, fire retardant sprays 
may also be used. Greens must 
be coated thoroughly. 
One popular fire retardant 
material is made of nine parts 
(by volume) of sodium silicate 
(water glass) to one part water.

quart of solution to aid wetting.

Since some trees are cut well

important Buy your greens and 
tree as early as possible Place 
them in water outdoors until 
time to use them indoors. 
Greens lose water constantly. 
Placing them in water early

vents Very hot. dry air will

Society Hill Back in Spotlight 


PHIl.ADKLPHIA

F'ifteen years ago, Scx iety Hill, 
a historically rich area adjoin­ 
ing Independence Mall, was a 
deteriorating, low-rent, blighted 
area with the highest rate of tu­ 
berculosis in the city. 
Now it is one of the city’s

Most 
of the residents left. 
The affluent live on Society

tors, lawyers, stock brokers 
and bankers, is only a couple of 
minutes away.

The city has spent about $50 


million acquiring and clearing

(Yitics claim that the 


city’s practice of offering land 
to developers at a writedown is 
subsidizing the rich. 
The R edevelopment Authority 


insists, however, that the prac­ 
tice is essential if blighted land 
is to be reclaimed 
The costs are prohibitive for 


low or even middle income 
families. 
About 350 persons, or 7.4 per 


cent of the total population liv­ 
ing in the area, are black, ac­ 
cording to the 1970 census. In 
1960, when renewal was begin­ 
ning, about 685 residents, or 
20.4 per cent of the population, 
was black. 
The city’s R edevelopment Au­ 
thority says about 391 families 
were 
relocated 
to 
another 


neighborhood by the city. Fig­ 
ures for numbers of persons 
are not available. 
Of the 391 families relocated, 


322 were white while 69 were 
black. 
A spokesman for the author­ 


ity said the families that were 
relocated were either renting 
apartments or living in room­ 
ing houses and could not afford 
to buy a home in the area and 
restore it. 
Those relocated were offered 


homes or apartments in other 
parts of the city which were se­ 
lected by the city after deter­ 
mining with the family their 
needs and desires. Subsidies 
were given to families who had 
to pay a higher rent than pre­ 
viously, but in most cases the 
city 
offered 
the ' residents 


homes which were in their eco­ 
nomic range. 
“ We wanted one area in 


which people of higher in­ 
comes, instead of running to 
the suburbs, would stay in 
Philadelphia 
or come back 


from the suburbs,” said Wil­ 
liam R afsky, coordinator of the 
project when it started. 


“ We wanted to try a different 


way of living,” said Mrs. Barry 
Leonard, a resident. “ Here you 
can be yourself. The people 
aren’t nosy or car pooUsh as 
they are in the suburbs. ”

In Tile Installing

Quite o ften, when y o u are 
reading instructio ns abo ut v ari­ 
o us ty pes o f do it-y o urself in­ 
stallatio ns. y o u bump head-o n 
into the directio n, "snap a 
chalk line ” 
Judging by the mail and per­ 
so nal co nv ersatio ns. I can safe­ 
ly assume that many perso ns 
hav e o nly a v ague idea o f ho w 
this is do ne Since it is mo st 
o ften used in the installatio n o f 
resilient flo o r tiles, let’s lo o k at 
It fro m that standpo int, remem­ 
bering that the same o r a sim­ 
ilar pro cedure can be used fo r 
putting up ceiling tiles and fo r 
v ario us o ther pro jects 
In installing flo o r tiles, o ne o f 
the o bjectiv es is to insure equal 
bo rders at o ppo site walls 
If 
y o u began lay ing the tiles at 
o ne wall and co ntinuing acro ss 
the flo o r, y o u wo uld wind up at 
the o ppo site wall with a bo rder 
equal to a partial tile, perhaps 
1 inch, perhaps 8 inches, mo re 
likely so mewhere in between 
This might be acceptable to 
so me perso ns It might ev en be 
preferable, fo r instance, if the 
wall with a ro w o f partial tiles 
were to hav e furniture alo ng its 
entire length and thus wo uld be 
hidden fro m v iew 
But in a 
neat, pro fessio nal jo b the bo r­

This pagan practice was in­ 
terrupted 14 centunes ago when 
the Moslem conqueror Amr Ibn 
FJ-aass declined to throw girLs 
into the nver In.stead. FJ-aa.ss 
hurled a piece of clay on which 
he wrote “ O Nile, if you fliKxl 
with (iod s will, then 1 bid you 
to fhxKl this year But if you 
flood with your own will, then 
you may never flood again ’“ 
The words went into the wa­ 
ters and the nver erupted a 
flood all the same 
Nearly three centunes ago 
the live bndes were substituU*d 
with effigy bndes. and the riv­ 
er fl(K)ds continued 
The ancients calUnl the nver

Bu t abov e all the ideals that fired him. he 
had a passion for peace There was in his 
Qu aker make-u p a repu gnance for v iolence, 
a 
faith

differences withou t war. 


He attended the death of the Leagu e of 
Nations and the birth of the United 
Nations For all his idealism, he foresaw 
the 
UN’s 
inability 
to 
resolv e 
all 
international conflicts 


He was not su rprised at the impasse ov er 
the Middle E ast, which dev eloped before 
he died He wou ld not be su rprised at the 
UN’s failu re to stop the Indian-Pakistani 
war qu ickly 


If he were aliv e, he wou ld deplore those 
at the UN who hav e pu t political wrangling 
ahead of peace He wou ld condemn Ru ssia. 
China and the U.S. for play ing big-power 
politics with the liv es of thou sands of 
Indians. Bengalis. Pu njabis and Biharis 


While men were dy ing on the battlefield. 
Ru ssia obstru cted any cease-fire resolu tion 
that called for the withdrawal of Indian 
forces At the same tim e, the U.S. and 
China opposed a resolu tion that didn't call 
for a withdrawal 


Least of all Drew wou ld not spare ou r 
own leaders who hav e been less than 
candid in dealing with the Indian-Pakistani 
crisis They hav e pu t on an ou tward show 
of neu trality while they hav e priv ately 
fav ored Pakistan 


In the backrooms of the White Hou se, 
foreign policy maker Henry Kissinger has 
been downright hostile toward India He 
has contended that India seeks to tu rn East 
Pakistan into a 
“v assal state.’’ that we 
cannot permit Pakistan to be ov erwhelmed 
while the Ru ssians su pply aid to India, that 
ou r other allies will lost» faith in u s if we 
don’t honor ou r com m itm ents to Pakistan, 
that ou r whole secu rity stru ctu re cou ld be 
jeopardized if we let Pakistan down 


Kissinger fu med ov er State Department 
press director Charles Bray 's conciliatory 
rem arks abou t India and u rged that the 
State Department take a 
harder line

Finally , Kissinger passed the word that 
President Nix on wou ld like to see Pakistan

qualifies for the myriad of 
farm subsidy programs.

For instance, a grower is eli­ 
gible for federal funds for “ set­ 
ting aside” land from cultiva­ 
tion of certain crops to prevent 
an over-abundance of that crop. 
The land set aside is supposed 
to be of equal quality to that 
kept in production. The county 
administrator decides whether 
a grower meets the test. 
USDA 
investigators 
have 
charged that many farmers in 
Kern County kept prime cro­ 
pland in production and retired 
land unsuitable for crops. Nev­ 
ertheless, they qualified for fed­ 
eral subsidies. 
Bellmon said he also had re­ 
ports of Kem County growers 
planting short-term crops such 
as lettuce, onions or potatoes 
on land for which they were 
getting federal payments not to 
plant cotton. 
“ In the USDA investigative 
memo they say the Kem Coun­ 
ty program had been so loosely 
administered that the general 
feeling of farmers seemed to be 
that these regulations had little 
importance—that many people 
felt that “anything goes,’ ” Bell­ 
mon said

Jesse Jackson, who has severed 
his 
ties with 
the Southern 
Christian Leadership Confer­ 
ence, is keeping in touch with 
other civil rights leaders in an 
effort to determine his next 
course of action, aides say. 
“ We will be joining the Rev 
Jackson in a new thrust,” the 
Rev David Wallace, an admin­ 
istrative assistant to the former 
SCLC leader here, said Sunday 
But Wallace reiterated Jack­ 
son’s statement Saturday that 
there were no immediate plans 
to form a new organization 
Jackson announced Saturday 
that he was resigning effective 
Dec. 17 as national director of 
Operation 
Breadbasket, 
eco­ 
nomic arm of the SCLC. The 
resignation stemmed from a 
dispute over how Jackson was 
running the organization 
Wallace also said he and 
three other paid staffers of Op­ 
eration Breadbasket would re­ 
sign this week. Their action, he 
explained, would follow the res­ 
ignations of the 35 nonpaid 
members on the SCLC’s board 
of directors here. 
In Atlanta, the Rev. Ralph 
David Abernathy, head of the 
SCLC, said he had made no at­ 
tempts to communicate with 


Jackson. But he added that 
Jackson’s departure would not 
mean the end for the SCLC in 
Chicago. 
“ No person is indispimsible, ” 
Abernathy said 
In New York, Jackson drew 
support from a number of na­ 
tionally known black leaders 
who agreed at a meeting to 
help him form a new black eco­ 
nomic 
development 
organ­ 
ization. 
They 
included 
Cleveland 
Mayor Carl B Stokes. Mayor 
Richard G Hatcher of Gary. 
Ind , and writer-actor Ozzie 
Davis 
Operation Breadbasket was 
brought to Chicago by the late 
Rev Martin Luther King Jr in 
1966 and the 30-year-old Jack­ 
son headed the program since 
Its inception here The program 
made inroads in gaining em­ 
ployment for blacks in Chicago 
and helping to initiate business­ 
es in black communities. 
But a feud developed over the 
past years between Jackson 
and Abernathy 
The dispute 
centered on the growing inde­ 
pendence of Jackson and Oper­ 
ation Breadbasket. The dispute 
resulted in Jackson’s suspen­ 
sion Dec. 3 for 60 days with 
pay.
